Met with Frank Slatinshek, Chief Counsel, House 

Armed Services C ommittee, wh o told me that he received today a letter from 
Defense correcting their earlier letter responding to Representative Robert 
Leggett's (D. , Calif. ) question concerning MASF funding of Thai irregulars. 

In effect today's letter withdraws the request for funds set forth in the 
original request for authorization and supported in the earlier response to 
Leggett. Slatinshek renewed his request for a paper from us on the funding 
of the Thai irregulars: what we are doing, how we are doing it, level of 
funding, and so forth. He also asked that we get the paper to him not later 
than COB Tuesday, 26 June. 

In response to my request to review the McCord transcript, Slatinshek 
told me that the Committee is not releasing any transcripts as he had advised 
earlier. Even the request from Mr. Cox was denied. The Committee has 
not allowed review of transcripts by anyone other than the individual or 
organization involved. He noted in passing that McCord was quite complimentary 
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
